campargn and the use of paid personnel to assist in a campaign. An in kind contribution may also include,

- but is not limited to: goods and services such as billboards, office space, printing, food and beverage and
yard signs.

The doﬁor of in kind contributions shall furnish to the recipient, (candlclate' or other person),a

- written statement setting forth the actual cost of those services or the fair market value within 30
days after the time he furnishes those services. (NAC 294A.043)

Examples of-in kind contributions: (1) A person contnbutes billboard space and does not charge the
candidate. The candidate would report the fair market value or actual cost of the billboard space as an in

kind contribution; (2) A person pays for the printing cost of political signs for a candidate. Th{candidate .
would report the actual cost or fair market value of printing the Signs as an in kind contributio

Example of in kind expenses: (1) A person contributes the use of a large room to a candidate as an in
kind contribution. Once the candidate utifizes the room it becomes an in kind expense fo be reporied.
